But this, must not affect our dutiful solicitude of elevating 
the conditions of workers and all humble people.” 

The Pope urged the faithful all over the world to jofn in prayers 
during the Holy Year, in order that God may enlighten the men in 
power to take the right: stand. 

The Pope recalled the first Plenary Council of China, which was 
held in Shanghai, and stated that he foresnw a great development 
of the Catholic Church in the Far East as o result of the worl: and 
blood expended there by bishops anid missionaries.—Reuter.
